Arena talks shut down 



Throwing up their 
hands. City council 
tells administration 
to explore other 
options for arena

Edmonton city council voted 
to end all negotiations with 
the Katz Group on Wednes¬ 
day, putting the future of the 
arena on thin ice. 

In a unanimous vote, coun¬ 
cil voted to stop negotiations, 
look into how to recoup the 
investments the city has al¬ 
ready made and explore all 
other options for NHL hockey 
in Edmonton. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel, 
appearing obviously frustrat¬ 
ed, said the city needs to send 
a message to Daryl Katz that 
he must come to the table in 
earnest. 

“The problem we face 
in the city is that we have a 
partner who has not as of yet 
agreed to do something,” he 
said. “I don’t believe we are 
much further ahead today 
than we were four years ago.” 

Mandel said Katz must 
understand that the city be- 
heved it had made enough 
concessions a year ago and 
won’t go any further. 


Deal’s off 


• The latest estimate for 
constructing the arena is 
$475 million. 


• The city has invested 
about $75 million in land 
for the arena and 
$15 million for the 
design. If the deal is 
permanently called off, 
the Katz Group would 
have 90 days to exercise 
an option on the land. 


“We need to send a mes¬ 
sage that you got a fair deal. 
Stand up to that fair deal,” 
Mandel said. 

Mandel also said Edmon¬ 
ton loves the Oilers and loves 
hockey, but not at all costs. 

“There is a love for that 
game that does not exist in 
any other city.” 

Conn. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the public should fully under¬ 
stand that it is the Katz Group 
that is breaking off the deal. 

“The negotiations are 
being stopped by the Katz 
Group,” he said. 

Sohi also emphasized the 
second part of the motion and 
said council should consider 
ever3d:hing, including cutting 
Katz out of the arena deal. 

“I think we shouldn’t 
shy away from the option of 
building our own,” Sohi said.

JBSUSA 
takes over 
food plant 

Weeks of worry and uncer¬ 
tainty in a southern Alberta 
community turned in a single 
moment to a wave of optimism 
with word that a U.S. company 
is taking over the plant at the 
heart of the recent beef recall. 

JBS USA, a subsidiaiy of Bra¬ 
zilian-based JBS SA, surprised 
almost eveiyone Wednesday 
with a late ^emoon news 
release annoimcing it had 
assumed management of XL 
Foods in Brooks, Alta. 

From its headquarters in 
Greeley, Colo., JBS also said its 
agreement with XL provides 
it with an exclusive option 
to buy the Canadian and U.S. 
operations of the company. 

“We know full well the 
commitment it takes to man¬ 
age world-class operations that 
produce safe and nutritious 
products for consumers around 
the world,” said Bill Rupp, 
president and chief operating 
officer of JBS USA. 

“We beheve our experi¬ 
enced team will prove an 
invaluable asset in the manage¬ 
ment of XL Lakeside and we 
look forward to exploring our 
options to purchase XL assets 
in the near future.” 

Brian Nilsson, co-CEO of XL 
Foods, issued only a brief news 
release. 

“This action is another posi¬ 
tive step to rehcensing the XL 
Lakeside beef plant in Brooks, 
Alta.,” he said. 

“We welcome the assistance 
of JBS and their resources.” 

JBS calls its Brazilian-based 
parent company the world’s 
largest animal protein proces¬ 
sor; the American subsidiaiy 
has operations in both the 
U.S. and Australia. It was an 
imexpected development in a 
dramatic saga that began last 
month when the Brooks plant 
— one of Canada’s largest beef 
processors — was closed over 
E. coli contamination. 

“That’s positive news,” said 
Brooks Mayor Martin Shields. 
“This means the plant is going 
to be back in operation.”

LRT public-private 
partnership finalized

The next section of the city’s 
LRT will almost certainly be 
privately run under a financial 
arrangement coimcil finahzed 
Wednesday. 

The south east LRT, which 
will create a new line running 
from Millwoods right into the 
heart of downtown, will be 
built with a public-private part¬ 
nership (P3). 

The partnership will see a 


private company manage the 
operations. 

Under a motion passed 
Wednesday, the city will ask 
the provincial government for 
$600 million, will pay $800 
million of the cost itself and 
ask the federal government for 
$400 miUion through their P3 
deal. 

If the city stepped away 
from the privatization ap¬ 
proach they would likely not 
have received federal govern¬ 
ment’s dollars. 

Unions raised alarm about 
the private partnership, but 
Mayor Stephen Mandel said it 
was the best value for the city. 

“If you want to have a P3 that 
is going to include the maxium 
amount of money for the cit¬ 
izens of Edmonton you have to 
have operations included.” 


The concerns over privatiza¬ 
tion consumed little of the pub- 
hc debate Wednesday, instead 
some coimcillors worried the 
city wasn’t asking for enough 
grant dollars. 

“I could see my way to 
spending $800 miUion for LRT, 
but I want to get $2 billion or 
$3 billion of LRT for it,” said 
Coun. Don Iveson, who said 
the province and federal gov¬ 
ernment should pay more. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi agreed 
with Iveson, but said it was veiy 
important not to get bogged 
down hoping for a perfect deal 
while an important part of the 
city was still without LRT. 

“It is veiy easy to say no, 
but it’s about equity. It is about 
equity of people who have 
been waiting for 15, 20 or 30 
years for this project,” he said.

The plans for the LRT are 
taking form. 


• 2015. Provided funding 
is in place, the city 
hopes to start con¬ 
struction on the line in 

2015. 


• Location. The line will 
run from Mill Woods 
all the way downtown 
with the last stop being 
at city centre mall.

To confiscate a grenade in 
this t 5 ^e of investigation is 
imusual, said Det.

“In the last eight years of 
being in the gang imit, this is 
the &st time I’ve encoimtered 
a grenade,” Berge said. 

The origins and intention of 
the pineapple-shaped live hand 
grenade are unknown, Berge 
said. 

“It’s pretty striking that this 
person would have access to 
this kind ofweapomy,” he said. 


In addition to the grenade, 
police seized a 2011 Ford Taur¬ 
us with sophisticated hidden 
compartments modified for 
drug transport, approximately 
2.5 kilograms of cocaine, ap¬ 
proximately 10 ounces of 
MDMA (ecstasy), drug trafiick- 


ing paraphernalia and three 
handguns, after searching a 
Sherwood Park storage locker 
and two Edmonton residences. 

The wholesale value of the 
cocaine is $156,000 while the 
street value is $250,000. The 
wholesale value of the ecstasy 


is $12,000 and the street value 
is $30,000. 

The items were seized fol¬ 
lowing a police drug investiga¬ 
tion relating to shipments and 
distribution of illegal drugs 
from Edmonton to Eastern 
Canada. 

While Berge could not com¬ 
ment on a gang connection he 
did state that “drugs and gangs 
seem to go hand-in-hand.”

Walking through the dark¬ 
ness of the morning and the 
thick brush of Edmonton’s 
river valley is something 
Robert Tate has become ac¬ 
customed to. 

He is one of six street 
outreach workers at Boyle 
Street Community Services 
who connect with people 
they describe as living in 
the rough — the segment 
of the homeless population 
who tend not to visit shel¬ 
ters for services and resour¬ 
ces. 

Tate’s work stems from 
the month he spent on the 
streets at the age of 14. 

“I was so lonely,” he said. 
“I didn’t trust the shelters 
or anything like that either, 
partly due to despair and 
partly fear.” 

The men work in pairs, 
and on this morning Tate 
was descending down a 
muddy hill in Dawson Park 
with Brad Bailey and team 
lead Aidan Inglis, each 
carrying backpacks con¬ 
taining water bottles, socks. 


underwear, granola bars, 
clean needles and more. 

Their path through 
the park isn’t along pave¬ 
ment or gravel, but instead 
through the trees. 

After coming upon a 
tent insulated by blankets 
hanging from surrounding 
branches, Inglis calls out, 
identifying himself, Bailey 
and Tate, and asks if assist¬ 
ance is needed in getting to 
a doctor’s appointment. 

A reminder for a counsel¬ 
ling meeting then led the 
team to a parkade in the 
Oliver area, though they 
couldn’t find who they were 
looking for.

They also scoured 
around recycling bins, in¬ 
ner-city baseball diamonds, 
and even under staircases of 
some downtown buildings.

Justin Hutchings did the un¬ 
thinkable. He mocked a dead 
girl. 

“Thank God this b— is 
dead,” Hutchings wrote on a 
memorial page for Amanda 
Todd, a 15-year-old girl from 
Coquitlam, B.C., who killed 
herself last week after post¬ 
ing a haunting video on You¬ 
Tube detailing the abuse she 
suffered physically, emotion¬ 
ally and online from cyber- 
bullies. 

In an exclusive interview 
with Torstar News Service, 
Hutchings said he was curi¬ 
ous and wanted to “stir up 
the pot.” 

“It was more or less a so¬ 
cial experiment than any¬ 
thing. Just to see if I could put 
the most blasphemous thing 
on there,” he said Tuesday. 

Hutchings, who worked at 
a Mr. Big & Tall Menswear in 
London, Ont. was fired after 
Calgary mother Christine 
Claveau saw his posting on 
Todd’s death and contacted 
his employer. 

Claveau told Torstar News 
Service she didn’t want to 
get anyone fired. The com¬ 
pany that employed Hutch¬ 
ings took a firm stance on

Claveau said she was so 
upset by what happened 
with Todd and the hate 
generated online after¬ 
wards — like Facebook 
pages mocking the girl and 
reposting and Photoshop¬ 
ping her photos — that 
she and other moms have 
started their own Facebook 
page aimed at stopping 
bullying.

“What he wrote made my 
stomach turn, literally,” said 
Claveau, who emailed Hutch¬ 
ings’ company after finding 
out through his Facebook 
site where he worked.

National video 
conference teaches 
youth that picking 
on others isn’t OK 


More than 1,000 students 
from schools across Canada 
participated in a video confer¬ 
ence hosted by Edmonton’s 
Queen Elizabeth High School 
on Wednesday. 

Students from B.C. to 
Nunavut listened to speeches 
about dignity, participated in 
group activities and shared 
their own personal dignity 
stories as part of Global Dig¬ 
nity Day Canada 2012 celebra¬ 
tions. 

It’s the second year the Ed¬ 
monton school has participat¬ 
ed in the annual day, which 
teacher Teriy Godwaldt said 
is especially timely in light 
of the tragic suicide of B.C. 
teen Amanda Todd, which has 
been linked to cyberbull 3 dng. 

“The message we want the 
kids to walk away from today 


with is that they have dig¬ 
nity,” said Godwaldt, chair for 
the national video conference.

Four Albertans have been 
charged as part of an inter¬ 
provincial sting operation 
against child pornography 
and investigations are con¬ 
tinuing into other files. 

As well, RCMP members 
leading the mass investiga¬ 
tion, dubbed Operation Snap¬ 
shot, revealed they are seeing 
more explicit material involv¬ 
ing Canadian minors. 

Saskatoon Det. Sgt. Darren 
Parisien told reporters Wed¬ 
nesday most of the hundreds 
of thousands of images seized 
as part of the operation were 
“homegrown.” 

He added, “(The operation) 
involved us going to places 
where people are sharing and 
creating child pornography. 
We are undercover posing 
as children and posing as of¬ 
fenders. We go where kids go. 
That’s where predators go.” 

Det. Justin Brookes with 
the Southern Alberta Internet 
Child Exploitation unit said 



five to 10 years ago, most of 
the child pornography seized 
originated overseas. 

“Things have changed 
quite a bit since then,” he said. 

Operation Snapshot has 
spanned through Alberta, 


Saskatchewan, Manitoba, 
Nunavut and the Northwest 
Territories. Nineteen arrests 
have been made to date. 

Charges against four Al¬ 
berta men — three from Cal¬ 
gary and one from Edmonton 
— include accessing, possess¬ 
ing and distributing child 
pornography as well as one 
charge of luring. 

Brookes said the Calgary 
accused do not appear to 
have gained access to any 
local children, adding the 
luring charge stems from 
an undercover operation in 
which a police member posed 
as a minor. 

Brookes said much work 
remains to determine the 
scale of illegal material seized. 

“T 3 q)ically, for these t 3 q)es 
of files we see thousands to 
tens of thousands of items we 
need to go through,” he said.

Police allege Melissa 
Weeks gave her new husband 
a noxious substance, listed in 
court documents as the tran¬ 
quilizer benzodiazepine. 

She was charged with at¬ 
tempted murder and admin¬ 
istering the drug. She is due 
in Sydney provincial court 
next week for a bail hearing. 

Melissa Weeks was con¬ 
victed in the death of her hus¬ 
band, Gordon Stewart, who 
she had drugged and run over 
twice with a car in 1991 out¬ 
side Halifax. She served two 
years of a six-year sentence 
for that crime. 

She was also sentenced in 
2005 to five years in prison 
on seven counts of theft from 
Alexander Strategos, a man in 
Florida she had met online.

Childless 
couples seek docs’ help 


Some hangover! 50 -day 
binge sparks alleged flap 


Almost one in seven Gan- 
adian couples trying to have 
a child seeks medical help to 
conceive, including using in- 
vitro fertilization, says a Sta¬ 
tistics Ganada report released 
Wednesday. 

Age was a big factor: Data 
show couples in which the 
woman was aged 35 to 44 
were two to three times more 
likely to seek help than were 
couples in which the woman 


was 25 to 29. 

The survey also found 
childless couples were four to 
five times more likely to seek 
medical assistance than were 
those with at least one child. 

More couples are dela 3 dng 
childbirth. Since 1984, the 
percentage of first-born chil¬ 
dren with mothers aged 35 
or older has tripled to 11 per 
cent, the report says.

After the school told the 
cheerleaders they could no 
longer use Bible verses, they 
filed suit in Hardin Coimty dis¬ 
trict court.

Ontario’s minister of correc¬ 
tional services, Madeleine Meil- 
leur, said she was “touched” 
on Wednesday by a protest 
outside her office that called 
for prisoner Juhe Bilotta to be 
reunited with her son bom in 
an Ottawa jail cell last month. 

“It is important to have 
that bonding for mother and 
infant,” said Meilleur, who 
said she worked as a nurse 
in the delivery room of Mont- 
fort Hospital for 14 years. 

“It’s always a very special 
moment, it’s a beautiful mo¬ 
ment and should be kept this 
way.” 

Bilotta, 26, gave birth to 
a baby boy prematurely in a 
cell at the Ottawa Regional 
Detention Centre Sept. 29. 

Protesters said her pleas of 
help were ignored by jail staff. 

“I’m touched by all of those 
who want to stress the import¬ 
ance of the care of pregnant 
mothers in our facility,” the 
minister said, adding she has

her staff reviewing policies 
around visitation rights for 
mothers and infants. 

The minister said she has 
brought in an outside team to 
review the case. 

“She needs to be in a safe 
place where she can rock 
and cradle her infant,” Dawn 
Moore, a representative of the 
group Mother and Baby Coali¬ 
tion for Justice, said of Bilotta, 
outside Meilleur’s Vanier con¬ 
stituency office. 

The minister said she 
couldn’t comment on wheth¬ 
er Bilotta would be given an 
early release considering 
what happened. 


“When 1 gave birth to my 
six-month-old,” said mother 
Emily Watkins as she held her 
son Theo Picton, “it was a way 
different experience. 1 was sur- 
roimded by my family support 
and trained medical profes¬ 
sionals. Having to do that in a 
prison cell is just horrific.” 

Watkins said having con¬ 
tact between mother and 
child immediately after birth 
and in the days following is 
incredibly important. 

“As soon as the baby is bom 
they place it on your chest,” she 
said. “The midwives said that 
contact between mother and 
child is important.”

Russian propaganda? 

Political activist, who has 
led several anti-Putin 
protests, denies charges 
stemming from Kremlin- 
friendly documentary 


In a new sign of a widening 
Kremlin crackdown on the 
opposition, investigators on 
Wednesday opened a criminal 
probe against leftist leader Ser¬ 
gei Udaltsov and several other 
activists for allegedly planning 
mass riots. 

Russia’s top investigative 
agency said it also will inves¬ 
tigate claims made in a recent 
documentary aired by a Krem¬ 
lin-friendly TV channel that 
opposition leaders worked 
with Georgian officials to pre¬ 
pare terrorist attacks across 
Russia. 

Udaltsov, 35, a leather-clad, 
shaven-headed leader of the 
Left Front opposition move¬ 
ment, has denied the charges 
stemming from the documen¬ 
tary, which he said was a sham. 

The agency did not say 


whether Udaltsov and others 
had actually carried out any of 
their alleged plans. 

The criminal case comes as 
the opposition is bracing for 
an online election of its co-or¬ 
dination council this weekend. 
Udaltsov is running. 

Udaltsov, who wore a Stalin 
T-shirt for his wedding, has 
led anti-Putin protests for sev¬ 
eral years, focusing on unsanc¬ 
tioned marches and rallies. 

A great-grandson of a Bol¬ 
shevik revolutionary, he has 
been arrested more than 100 
times during his pohtical ca¬ 
reer and spent months in 
prison. He has laimched many 
hunger strikes while in cus¬ 
tody. 

The documentaiy aired last 
week on NTV, a channel seen 
as a propaganda arm of the 
Kremhn, showed what it says 
was footage of the Left Front 
leader meeting with officials 
from neighbouring Georgia to 
discuss raising funds for pro¬ 
tests against President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin, and plans for organ¬ 
izing mass riots. 

Investigators, backed by 
armed men wearing ski masks, 
searched Udaltsov’s apartment 


in south Moscow for more 
than five hours on Wednesday. 
The home of his parents was 
also searched, said Violetta 
Volkova, Udaltsov’s lawyer. 

“I’m going to hold on until 


the end, and I won’t be quiet,” 
Udaltsov said as he left his 
home for questioning escorted 
by masked armed police. “It’s a 
wave of new repression.”

“I was shocked when 
I saw that data. I would 
have predicted that 
men would have been 
more uncontrolled than 
women,” said Campbell, 
professor of medicine at 
the University of Calgary.

They modestly lowered the 
risk of cancer in healthy male 


doctors who took them for 
more than a decade, a study 
has found. 

The result is a surprise — 
many studies of individual 
vitamins have foimd they don’t 
help prevent chronic (hseases 
and some have even caused 
problems. 

In the new study, multi¬ 
vitamins cut the chance of de¬ 
veloping cancer by eight per 
cent. 

That is less effective than 
a good diet, exercise and not

mend to anyone.” 

Dr. Ernest Hawk, University of Texas 
cancer-prevention expert, on his doubts 
about the importance of the findings 


smoking — each of which can 
lower cancer risk by 20 to 30 
per cent, cancer experts say. 
Multivitamins also may 


have different results in 
women, younger men or 
people less healthy than those 
in this study. 

About one-third of U.S. 
adults and as many as half of 
those over 50 take them. They 
are marketed as a kind of insur¬ 
ance policy against bad eating. 

Experts said the results 
need to be confirmed by an¬ 
other study before recom¬ 
mending multivitamins to the 
public.

Wine industry. Wonky 
weather devastates 
Europe’s grape harvest 


Drought, frost and hail have 
combined to ravage Europe’s 
wine-grape harvest, which in 
key regions this year will be the 
smallest in half a century, vint¬ 
ners say. 

Thierry Goste, an expert 
with the European Union farm¬ 
ers’ union, said Wednesday 
that France’s grape harvest is 
expected to slump by almost 
20 per cent compared with last 
year. Italy’s grape crop showed 
a seven per cent drop — on top 
of a decline in 2011. 

“Two big producing na¬ 
tions, France and Italy, have not 
known a harvest so weak in 40 
to 50 years,” Goste said. “All the 
major producing nations have 
been hurt.” 

France’s Ghampagne and 
Burgimdy regions were hard 
hit by weather conditions that 
particularly affected the preva¬ 
lent Ghardonnay grape, used to 
make the world’s most famous 
sparkling wine and the luxuri¬ 
ous whites from those regions. 

In places where vintners 
were already facing a small 
margin of profit, many could 
be facing survival problems, 
said Goste of the Gopa-Gogeca 
union.

will be many vintners in big dif¬ 
ficulties because of the collapse 
of the harvest,” he said.

Lytro*s iiving pictures* can be refocused 


Digital photography. 

New camera is popular 
with tech and photo 
enthusiasts, but will it 
click with mass market? 


Its makers say it represents 
“the first major shift in pho¬ 
tography since the invention 
of photography.” But a skeptic 
might say it just soimds a httle 
gimmicky. 

It’s called L54ro, a boxy 
digital camera that takes so- 
called “hving pictures.” Basic¬ 
ally, photos can be refocused 


at any time after they’re taken, 
so something in the fore- 
groimd can be made sharp 
with the background blurred, 
or vice versa. Interactive L 34 T 0 
photos can be shared online 
for friends and family to inter¬ 
act with. 

The effect is possible be¬ 
cause the L34ro is a light-field 
camera, explains director of 
photography Eric Gheng. “The 
fight field is defined as all of 
the fight travelling in every dir¬ 
ection at eveiy point in space 
— and the key component 
there is direction,” Gheng says. 

“Light field is what travels 
through a traditional camera

With this sad state of affairs, everybody should learn 
the finer skills of debating. 

Whether you one day dream of being a world leader, or 
if you just want to goof around in a meaningless Liberal 
leadership race, here are some tips to drive your points 
home.

The way author Justin Cronin 
sees it, we have four main 
types of booge 5 mien. 

“They come down to were¬ 
wolves, monsters, zombies 
and vampires. They are the 
big four,” says the engaging 
author from his home in 
Texas, where he is a distin¬ 
guished faculty fellow at Rice 
University. “Of the four of 
them, the vampire story is 
the one with the best stuff.” 

So much stuff that Cronin 
was able to develop a highly 
regarded — not to mention 
highly profitable — trilogy 
based on the m 3 d:hological 
beings. 

The series began in 2010 
with The Passage, a 784-page 
best-seller, and continues on 


this month with the publica¬ 
tion of his massive follow-up. 
The Twelve. 

In Cronin’s futuristic 
dystopia, his vampires are 
known as virals: vicious, al¬ 
most unstoppable monsters 
created by a government 
experiment gone horribly 
wrong who almost end all 
of humanity. In The Passage 
and now The Twelve, Cro¬ 
nin delves into two worlds; 
The time when the vampire 
plague was unleashed upon 
society and a hundred years 
into the future. His cast of 
characters numbers into the 
hundreds. Locations not only 
span coasts but decades and 
lifetimes. His word count is 
epic. 

How does he keep it all 
straight? 

“That was something I had 
to learn how to do,” he says. 
“When I was writing the first 
book, I discovered my brain 
can naturally hold up to 800 
pages of manuscript; at page 
801, the top of my head flies 
off and I can’t remember how 
to use the coffee maker.

Lloyd Robertson opens up in The Kind of Life It’s Been 


New book. The 

former anchor of 
CTV's National News 
pens biography on 
the difficulties he has 
experienced 


Throughout his six-decade 
career, Lloyd Robertson de¬ 
veloped an unassailable 
reputation for delivering an 
authoritative account of the 
day’s news. 

His classic style in pre¬ 


senting “the kind of day it’s 
been” became as distinctive 
as his rich baritone, and es¬ 
tablished the silver-haired 
anchor as the quintessential 
detached newsman. 

Now retired from CTV Na¬ 
tional News and in a reflective 
mood with the release of his 
memoir, Robertson is delving 
into the little-known story 
behind his cool demeanour, 
a painful childhood that he 
says ingrained a steely ability 
to clamp down on emotion. 

“For some reason I glom- 
med on to radio as the place 
where I wanted to be,” Rob-

ertson says of a troubled 
youth that sent him search¬ 
ing for escape. 

“It opened a whole world

sonal level at home.” 

Home was Stratford, Ont., 
where Robertson was born 
Jan. 19, 1934. His father was 
a 60-year-old machinist’s 
helper with the Canadian 
National Railway. George 
Robertson already had eight 
children from a previous mar¬ 
riage, another son nine years 
Lloyd’s senior, and a pension 
so meagre that the cupboards 
were often left bare, Robert¬ 
son says in his biography The 
Kind of Life It’s Been.

Now the millions of fans 
who were left out can catch 
what happened in the new 
concert film Celebration Day, 
in theaters today and avail¬ 
able on DVD on Nov. 19. 


At a recent press concert 
to promote the film in New 
York City, the surviving Zep 
members were charming 
and funny, but they gave no 
indication that another re¬ 
union would take place any 
time soon. They did allow, 
however, that choosing Jason 
Bonham to join them onstage 
was a no-brainer. 


“Once the idea was pro¬ 
posed — ‘Would we do the 
concert?’ — it had to be 
Jason,” Page said. 

For Bonham, who has 
played with the band twice 
before, the giddiness of join¬ 
ing them again at the 02 
hasn’t abated.

Hello Glen, Suspenders are 
a wonderful invention and 
truly work! 

However, pants are de¬ 
signed to be worn only with 
one of the two items, so you 
must pick to wear either 
your suspenders or belt but 
never both at the same time. 

Don’t worry about the 
belt-loops while wearing 
suspenciers, as it really 
doesn’t matter. 

Washing suspenders 
only needs to be done if and 
when they are dirty with a 
stain. 

In that case if they are 
dirty, they are cleaned based 
on the material. 


Can I buy BPA-free canning 
lids? 

-Brenda of Halifax 



The short answer is that, yes, 
BPA-ffee canning hds are avail¬ 
able. And I’ll tell you who 
makes them. 

The long answer, however, 
is that although BPA-ffee can¬ 
ning hds are easy to find, they 
may not be the answer to your 
toxin-ffee food-preservation ef¬ 
forts. 

A popular BPA-free option 
is the Tattler Reusable Canning 
Lid. It’s made from polyoxy- 
methylene copolymer (POM), 
which is a fancy way of sa 3 hng 
that it’s a BPA-free plastic. Yup, 
plastic! And it’s not without its 
own cause for concern. This 
rigid compound has trioxane 
as a key compound — in other 
words, formaldehyde. 

The jiuy is still out on the 
relative safety of ingesting 
trace amounts of formalde¬ 
hyde. 

Fans of the BPA-free lids 
point out that formaldehyde 
isn’t released from polyoxym- 
ethylene imtil temperatures 
reach 250 C (482 F), well above 


the processing temperature 
for canning. Critics note that 
other factors — hke acidity 
— can affect the release of for¬ 
maldehyde from plastic. 

So what’s a concerned can- 
ner to do? First, let’s be clear — 
my hat is off to all home can- 
ners. No matter how you look 
at it, putting up local food in 
re-usable glass jars to be eaten 


all season is inherently green. 
And choosing to eat from glass 
jars, instead of BPA-laden cans, 
can only be good for your 
health. 

Now for the nitty-gritty 
best practices. I vote for buy¬ 
ing traditional glass hds from 
thrift stores and markets 
whenever possible. 

Barring that, consider using 


the boiling water bath (BWB) 
method instead of pressure 
canning. If adequate space is 
left in the jar, proper BWB can¬ 
ning doesn’t require the food 
to touch the lid. FinaUy, you 
may want to try preserving 
some foods using other meth¬ 
ods, like freezing and dehydra¬ 
tion.

NHL lockout 


CBA negotiations 
enter make-or- 
break stage 

As the NHL’s labour 
dispute went on display 
for public viewing, it 
underscored the import¬ 
ance of the next week in 
negotiations. 

The league’s latest 
collective bargaining 
offer to the NHL Players’ 
Association — surpris¬ 
ingly released in full by 
the NHL on Wednesday 
— came with an attached 
warning about the con¬ 
sequences of failing to 
reach an agreement by 
Oct. 25. 

In a document 
delivered to the union 
along with Tuesday’s 
10-point proposal, the 
NHL indicated it couldn’t 
“responsibly” offer more 
than the 50-50 split of 
revenues and other items 
it was tabling. It also 
sought to add urgency to 
the talks. 

“Delay (beyond Oct. 

25) will necessarily leave 
us with an abbreviated 
season and will require 
the cancellation of signa¬ 
ture NHL events,” it read. 

“Failure to reach a 
prompt agreement will 
also have other signifi¬ 
cant and detrimental 
impacts on our fans, the 
game, our clubs, our 
business and the com¬ 
munities in which we 
play.” 

Donald Fehr, the
